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must be learned and applied gy every in- 
terested official. To force such a law as 
we now have upon the Commonwealth, 
oni acon tig ent the officials of 
the system, and demand of them good and 
flourisming common schools,” is as cruel 
end unwise as it would be to place rude, 
aul. affd ‘rusted todls in the hands of a 
mechanic, and demand of him that with 
them he should execute and finish an elab- 
orately-designed, delicate, and beautiful 
piece of architecture.” 

Now here the whole thing is tersely and 
fairly set forth; but the Legislatare must 
have considered that the fact of a man’s 
election to an office was prima facie evi- 
dence of his incompetency to fill it, and 
so they were deaf to his advice. Thecalm 
satisfaction of a man who has done his 
utmost in vain to stay unwise legislation is 
left to him. 

By an amendment passed last winter to 
the school law the feature commonly 
known as the odious rate-bill system was 
incorporated upon our school law. Wher- 
ever this has been adopted in other States 
it has universally caused trouble and dis- 
satisfaction: and in this report before us 
the ob to the rate-bill feature are 
clearly stated, and the testimony of super- 
intendents of instruction in several States 
is given. This, of course, is unanimous 
against the feature, but in no one of the 
different letters cited are the arguments 
better or more forcibly put than in the 
remarks that Mr. Surrn makes upon the 
amendment. 

In fact, for there is no use in disguising 
this matter, the great Commonwealth of 
Kentucky does not take the place she ought 
among the States in respect to education. 
She, that ought to standin the first rank in 
everything that is good and noble, has a 
public school system that her citi- 
zens can only be proud of because it 
is a trifle better than no system. 
We are ashamed to say exactly how many 
thousands of our white population can 
neither read nor write, but the figures are 
down and can be obtained by the curious 
from official sources. Our various Super- 
intendents have constantly done their duty 
and urged wise measures upon the Legis- 
lature, but we are forced to conclude that 
the ignorant part of our population has 
been unduly represented at Frankfort; and 
even the more intelligent have not been 
content to listen to the counsels of experts, 
or apparently even to believe in the exist- 
ence of such in any matters pertaining to 
education. 

One would consider it idle atthe present 
day to uttera word in behalf of the ne- 
cessity of the best possible system 
of public instruction in our State. 
Yet, instead of profiting from ex- 
perience, or keeping up with the 
enlightenment of the age, we are actually 
doing less than we have ever done before. 
The Superintendent of Public Instruction 
in Kentucky is allowed but one clerk, and 
the total of salaries paid the entire force is 
but three thousand dollars. Two years ago 
the Legislature cut off the traveling ex- 
penses of the Superintendent, and accord- 
ingly reduced the expenses that much. 
These facts and figures make a shabby 
showing for the good old State of Ken- 
tucky. 

There is no lack of educational wisdom 
in the State available, by which our Legis- 
lature might be guided if it would. The 
report before us shows a full appreciation 
of our needs, and the way to satisfy them. 
The quotations from the reposts of the 
various county commissioners also show 
how wide-spread is the desire of the peo- 
ple for good common schools. Then why 
is it that the Legislature does not respond 
to this popular demand? We hope that it 
will. We will never despair of the Com- 
monwealth, We believe that the next 
Legislature will do better things, and if it 
will not, then the next, or the next. Mean- 
time the faithful execution of earnest work, 
and the self-sacrificing devotion of the ill- 
paid officers of public instruction, and the 
general distribution among the people of 
such public documents as this report be- 
fore us, will do much, for eventually they 
will effect a reform. 

A large part of this report is occupied 
with plans, specifications and details for 
the construction of school-houses and 
school-furniture. This part of the report 
‘forms an excellent manual on the subject, 
and should be m the Hands of every com- 
mittee in the State on the erection of 
school-houses. These plans range from 
one ef a simple log school-house for the 
poorer districts to one suitable to accom- 
modate the largest number of pupils from 
the district of a city. The thanks of every 
man interested in the cause of public edu- 
cation in the State are due to Mr. Surrn 
for his invaluable services. We think no 
candid man can read his report and not be 
impressed with its force, its justness, and 
its moderation; and the hearty, cordial 
manner in which he alludes to his success- 
or shows that he is above all jealousy, and 
is only desirous for the good of the State. 
We can not begin to give a complete analy- 
sis of this able document in our limited 
space; but we hope we have said enough 
to secure ita somewhat fuller attention 
from the friends of education than such 
publications usually receive.

Europe to Mr. Sabin's house, where it is now 
stored. It is spoken of as being the most valua- 
ble of all the libraries in Chicago, and contains 
45,000 volumes. Mr. Sabin adds to the Tribune's 
list of. those destroyed that of Mr. J. Y. Scam- 
mon, noticeable for the large collection of books 
relating to Swedenborg which it contained. Mr. 
MoCagg’s library we know to have been rich in

Nature quotes from the Revue Univer- 
solle the statement that the German Empire, in 
acquiring an extended frontier from France, has 
traced the new boundary-line not from a topo- 
graphical plan, but, in all probability, from a ge- 
ological map edited in Berlin. In fact, it is to be 
observed that the new boundaries between 
France and Germany absorb, for the benefit of 
the Empire, al the rich deposits of the mines 
of oolitic iron ore in the basins of the Moselle 
and the Meurthe, with the exception of the Long- 
wy group. Save this, which has been reserved, 
Germany has made herself mistress of the larger 
portion of the best part of the most important 
mineral beds in France. These beds extend un- 
der the vast plateau which forms the east of the 
departments of Moselle and Meurthe, and crop 
out in the valleys from Longwy, in the north, as 
faras Pont St. Vincent, Meurthe, in the south, 
and cugpprise a full quarter of the mineral 
riches of France. The new determination of 
boundaries will have the effect of introducing 
into the productive industry of Germany, ac- 
cording to the statistics of 1967, 23 blast-furnaces, 
capable of producing 205,000 tons of metal: 9,000 
hectares of iron country, yielding 500,000 tons; 14 
iron-works, turning out 127,000 tons; and 22,000 
hectares of coal-field, from which can be got 
180,000 tons of coal. Ik this be true, the French 
have evidently been betrayed' again. 


Charles Scribner & Co. have undertaken 
the publication of “A Library of Travel, Ex- 
ploration and Adventure, to be edited by Mr. 
Bayard Taylor, and to be illustrated with a pro- 
fusion of original engravings. The work is in- 
tended to furnish a complete aad picturesque 
account of the most celebrated regions visited 
by modern travelers, each volume to be devoted 
toa special country, and forming a separate 
unit in itself, independent of the remainder of 
the series.

Messrs. Scribner & Co. have already is- 
sued a handsome edition of Professor Jovett's 
translation of Plato, forming one of the most 
valuable works that have recently been reprint- 
ed from the English copies. 

Several new works of interest are an- 
nounced for publication by Dodd & Mead, in- 
cluding “The Sciences of Nature versus The 
Science of Man, by President Noah Porter, of 
Yale College, a review of the arguments of Hux- 
ley, Spencer and others, aiming to prove that 
on the principle of many of the current philos- 
ophies which claim to be conducted in the spirit 
of the Inductive philosophy, it is impoasible to 
have any trustworthy induction at all; a popu- 
lar work on “Corals and Coral Islands,“ by 
James D. Dana, Professor of Geology in Yale, a 
large octavo volume of some 400 pages, illus- 
tratea with over 50 wood cuts, with one ortwo 
unimportant exceptions, from designs 
made by Professor Dana, who vis 
ited in persen the Coral Islands.

[This was doubticas 
an allusion to the eonfusion of orders ro- 
sulting from the fact that Marshal MacMahon 
bad handed over the command to General 
Ducrot, who exercised it up to ten o’clock ip 
the morning, when General Wimpffen claimed 
it on the strength of a letter from the War 
Minister, of which he was the bearer.] Gen- 
cral Wimpfien continued in the same stral 
but seeing that Count Moltke was little mov 
by this personal pleading he took a different 
tone, saying: 

“If you cannot grant me better terms I 
can not accept those which you vaut to Im- 
pose on me. I shall make an appeal to my 
army and to its honor, and L s succeed in 
cutting my way out or in defending myself in 
Sedan.“ (It must be owned that he himself 
did not appear to be convinced of what he 
said.) He was interrupted by 

Count Moltke, who replied—I have great 
esteem for retand your situation, 
end am ‘orry not to be able to do what you 
ask of me; but as for attempting a sortie, that 
is just as impossible as to defend yourself in 
Sedan. Assuredly you have troops that are 
really excelent; your crack infantry is re- 
markably good; your cavalry bold and enter- 
1 our artillery is admirable, aud has 

one us much harm, too much harm, but the 
greater part of your infantry is demoralized; 
we have made 2 more than 20,000 un- 
wounded prisoners. ot more than 80,000 
men now remain to you. It is not under such 
circumstances that you can pierce our Lines; 
for you know I have at present around you 
000 men and 500 moutas of fire, of which 
300 are already in position to open on Sedan. 
The other 20 will be there by to-morrow’s 
dawn. If you wish to convince yourself I can 
have one of your officers conducted around 
the different positions which are occupied by 
my troops, and he will be able to testify to 
the correctness of what I have said. As for 
defending yourself in Sedan, that is quite im- 
possible; you have not forty-eight hours’ ra- 
tions, and you have no more ammunition. 

General pffen replied—I think it is your 
interest, even from a political standpoint, to 

nt the honorable surrender to which our 
army is entitled. You are goi to make 
peace, and, no doubt, you desire to make tt 
soon. The French nation, more than any

A Revo.vine Sar was among the inven- 
tions which attracted much attention in the 
industrial de ut of the just concluded 
London international exhibition. It is made in 
a circular shape, and, when locked, and placed 
either inst a wall, or built into it, the door 
is turned into the wall, the back facing the 
spectator. To open the safe, a lock is opened 
in a strong iron box on which the safe rests.

Ax EXPLOSION ON THE Se is the some- 
what startling title of an article in the Novem- 
ber number ol the Boston Journal of Chemis- 
try, in which Prof. C. A. Young,of Dartmouth 
college describes ‘‘an outburst of solar energy 
remarkable for its suddenness and violence,’ 
which he observed on the 7th of September, 
between half-past 12 and 2 o'clock. Just 
atnoon the professor had been examining 
with a tele-spectroscope—a combination of the 
astronomical telescope and spectroscope—an 
enormous protuberance or hydro cloud on 
the eastern limb of the sun, which had re- 
mained with very little change since the pre- 
ceding noon—a long, low, quiet-lookin g cloud, 
not very dense or brilliant, not in any way re- 
markable except for ita size. It was made u 
mostly of filiments nearly horizontal, and 
floated above the chromosphere—the layer of 
hydrogen and other gases which surrounds the 
sun to à depth of about 7000 es. of which 
the prominences are mere extensions—with 
its lower surface ata hight of some 15,000 
miles, but was connected to it, as is usually 
the case, by three or four vertical columns 
brighter and more active than the rest. Lock- 
er com such masses to a banyan ve. 
it was ut 100,000 miles long by Goc high. 
At 12:30, Prof. Young continues, when I was 
called away fora few minutes, there was no 
indication of what was about to happen, ex- 
cept that one of the connecting stems at the 
southern extremity of the cloud grown 
considerably brighter, and was curiously bent 
to one side; and near the base of another at 
the northen end alittle brilliant lump had de- 
veloped itself, shaped much like a summer 
thunder-head. What was my surprise, then, 
on returning in less than half an hour (at 12:55) 
to tind that in the meantime the whole t 
had been literally blown to shreds by some in- 
conceivable up-rush from beneath. In place 
of the quiet cloud 1 had left, the air, if a 
use the expression, was filled with flying deb 
—a mass of detached vertical fusiform fila- 
ments, each from 4500 to 13,500 miles long, by 
from 900 to 1350 miles wide, ter an 
closer together where the pillars had former! 
stood, and ra #oevuding. When I firs 
looked, some of them had already reached a 
hight of nearly 100,000 miles, and while I 
watched them they rose with a motion almost 
pereeptible tothe eye, until in 10 minutes

was ascertained by careful meas urement, and I 
am particular in statement use, so far 
as I know, chromospheric matter (red-hydro- 
gen in this er has never before been ob- 
served at an altitude exceeding 135,000 miles. 
The velocity of ascent also, 166 miles per 
second, is considerably greater than anything 


As the filaments rose — gradually fadec 
away like a disso] cloud, and at 1.15 only 
a few filmy th some b ter stream- 
ers low down near the chromosphere, remain- 
ed to mark the place. But in meanwhile 
the little ‘‘thunder-head,”’ before alluded to, 
had grown and developed wonderfully, into a 
mass of rolling and ever-changing flame, to 
speak according to a neces. t it was 
crowded down, as it were, —— the solar 
surface; later it rose almost pyramfdally 50,000 
miles in height; then its summit was drawn 
out into long filaments and threads which 
were most curiously rolled backward and 
downward, like the volutes of an Ionic ital; — 
and finally it faded away, and by 2.30 van- 
ished like the other. de whole phenomenon 
suggested most forcibly the idea of an explosion 
under the great prominence, acting mainly 
upward, but also in all directions outward, a 
then, after an interval, followed by ac on- 
ding in- ; and it seems far from tmpossible 
that the mystcrious coronal streamers, it they 
turn out to de truly solar, as now seems likely, 
may find their origin and explanation in such 
events. The same aftcrnoon a portion of the 
chromosphere on the opposite (western) limb 
of the sun was for several hoursina state of 
unusual brillianee and excitement, and showed 
in the spectrum more than 120 b t lines 
whose position was dctermincd and catalogued 
—all that I had ever seen before, and some 1 
or 20 besides. Whether the fine aurora bor- 
ealis which succeeded in the evening was real - 
ly the carth’s response to this magnificent out- 
burst of the sun is perhaps uncertain, but the 
coincidence is at least suggestive, and may 
casily become something more if, as I some- 
what confidently expret to learn, the Green- 
wich magn tie ecord indicates a disturbance 
precisely simultancous with the solar ex- 
plosion.

have been able to achieve with hie apparat 
which would have employed not less than 
minutes to pierce the same thicklayer of water. 
Itis well known that the greatest number of

— high pressure to a much lower one, and 
that they can only avoid this by ascending 
slowly at the rate of forty inches per minute, 
and not more.

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ALADDIN'S CAVE. 


Gold; Silver and Diamonds in Abund- 
ance—Explorers Find Mysteri- 
a 1 Human Tracks. 


A e then County Wonder. 


A mysterious cave was discovered in Living 


lieved by many people; and modern discoveries 
have convinced well informed men that there is 
some foundation for it. 

A ereat meny fruitless efforts have been made 
to discover the locality of the cave. Time, labor 
and money have been freely spent. The tradi- 
tion was confirmed by the actual discovery of 
rich veins of fluor spar and leaden and silver 
ore, which run all through Livingston county. 
These mines are now yielding ia great quanti- 
ties, there being at this time no leas than $300,000 
worth of ore lying on the banks of rtm 
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xpectat 
As may be supposed, these facts add tothe in- 
terest of the story. 
About twenty-four years ago an old man came 
inte the neighberheood in which the cave was 
thought to be, and stopped for a few days at a

The excava- 
tions were thrown into the boxes, and they were 
nailed up tight and fast. They were then 
hooked to the cable and pulled to the surface. 
The cable was then lowered again, the tub fas- 
tened, and the old man and boy were taken out 
in the same way. The boxes were taken tothe 
river and loaded into a canoe. The 
old man had now become a most 
mysterious character He stepped into the little 
bark and remarking to his employes that they 
were a set of d—n fools, that he had all he want 
ed, rowed rapidly down the river. He has never 
been seen since. 

The boy's parents moved to the distant West 
a short time afterwards, and no one remained 
im the neighborhood who could tell anything of 
the cave.

Twenty feet below the surface of the rock, 
which was thirty feet below the ground surface, 
there appeared two doors, on opposite sides of 
the hole.
